Democratic Differences. 

Aii3 r one who has been in the habit of glan- 
cing at the Opposition journals, no matter how 
cursorily, cannot have failed to notice with 
what evident gusto any differences of opinion 
among Democratic politicians or papers have 
been seized upon and paraded to the public, as 
unmistakable evidences of the impending dis- 
solution of that party. So important an article 
of political news has it become to solace the'r 
readers for the divided and defeated condition 
of their own party, that they are manufactured 
to order in the Louisville Journal ollice; and 
you will find them going the rounds (f 
the county papers, diluted, indeed, and de- 
prived of most of their original spirit by the 
feeble hands they have passed through, till 
they return to the original manufactory, where 
its own imptint is often not recognized, and 
they arc re-cast, and again sent out to fill 
their ollice of consolation. 

lVe have often smiled to witness these 
puerile efforts to promote discord and dissen- 
sion in our ranks; and were the Democrats 
less staunch, or made of the. weak material of 
their enemies, they would often no doubt be 
discouraged; for the pertinacity with which 
these people assert and re-assert these charges 
is calculated to stagger some who are not ac- 
quainted with the "depravity,'' 1 of human na- 
ture, and especially in the "total depravity'' of 
these editors. 

There is a world of wisdom in the pages of 
history, if men would only read them aright 
and apply their teachings to cotcmjiorary 
events; but none arc so blind as those who 
will not see; and you may exhort and per- 
suade, rebuke and lament, and still some men 
will prefer to linger in darkness, victims o^ 
prejudice, following "blind leaders of the blind," 
than by a calm and enlightened deliberation on 
current events, conform to the dictates of 
patriotism and reason, and act like men, re- 
gardless of past relationships, prejudices, or 
preferences. To all such we will premise, that 
there are no serious differences in the Demo- 
cratic ranks — none which the deliberations 
and decisions of the Charleston Convention 
will not entirely remove; and you will lind 
a united phalanx, ready to do battle for the 
constitution and for the conservatism of union 
of these States. 

What ever differences may now exist in the 
Democratic party, so far from being detrimen- 
tal to its integrity and perpetuity, gives as.-u; - 
ancc of its vitality; and although Democrats 
may now deliberate and differ, whenever 
they come into the presence of the enemy, 
they w ill present the esprit de corps of a well- j 
trained phalanx of men who have had the 
manhood to express their opinions. Such was 
the case with the men who signed our De- 
claration of Independence; and one of their 
comrade* even left the hall and refused tole 
a party to the treason; yet was their strength 
increased, and after separating they wavered 
not in their loyalty to the cause to which they 
had pledged '"their lives, their fortunes, and 
their sacred honors." Such has been the ex- 
perience of the Democratic party since its in- 
ception, and such is characteristic of all peo- 
ples and parties who have the elements of 
perpetuity in their organization. 

To one looking upon the face of Europe du- 
ring the latter part of the last century, where 
would he see agitation and differences save in 
England and Switzerland? And yet when 
the storm of the French Revolution swept the 
continent like the angel of death, they were 
the only governments that were sound, or 
exhibited any permanency to the astonished 
world. If "eternal vigilance is the price of lib 
erty," so is eternal agitation and ebullition the 
price of popular governments and parties. — 
So far from being a cause of apprehension or 
alarm, that the Democratic party is now de- 
bating its differences, it is, to one wise enough 
to understand them, a source of rejoicing; for 
the energy displayed in these preliminary dis- 
cussions is but an evidence of the strength 
they will display in the day of battle; and 
this is the history of this party, and all suc- 
cessful parties and people. 

On the other hand, let us inquire a little 
into the condition of our opponents. They 
are scattered like autumn leaves — feeble, drift- 
ing, and at the mercy of the wind to waft 
them whithersoever it listeth. They have 
not sufficient energy left to organize them into 
the semblance of an opposing enemy. They 
are, however, numerous, but not disciplined: 
and are not to be despised, for their numljers 
are great; but it is a motley multitude. Some 
are rallying around the piratical flag displayed 
at Rochester, whose black folds can only be 
attractive to the fanatical and the desperate; 
some to a standard erected on the right bank 
of the Mississippi by a superannuated leader 
who has never displayed other abilities than 
a willingness to sacrifice the interests of his 
own people to strengthen himself in the ranks 
of their enemies. 

There arc some here in Kentucky, having 
warred all their days with the Democratic 
party, but under the leadership of captains of 
credit and renown," but who have fallan by 
the wayside, "weary with the march of life," 
and a few of these are willing to enlist under 
a banner that is attempting to be erected at 
the falls of the Ohio; but it is in the hands 
of one who has not the vigor to plant it, and 
although an old campaigner, has held no 
higher post than that of drummer, and is 
without a single qualification for captain. 
This corps of the Opposition resembles that 
celebrated one which marched to Coventry, ! 
and under such a leadership will no doubt he 
as efficient as that one was on the plains of i 
Shrewsbury.

The Morse Telkokaph is Turkey. — The 
Turkish Government are constructing a line 
of telegraph across the country, from Constan- 
tinople to the Basaora on the Persian Gulf — 
the English Government contracting to pay I 
$300,000 on its completion, and a large sum \ 
per annum for the exclusive use of one of the 
wires. When the line through Turkey is 
completed, England will lie in telegraph com- 
munication with India.

The Relations Between Mr. Clay and 
Gen. Taylcr. 

The Hon. James B. Clay has written a letter 
to the Lexington Observer and Reporter, in re- 
lation to the coolness between Mr. Clay, his 
father, and Gen. Taylor. He says: 

".Messrs. Editors : Your leal paper OOttteined 
an extract from it notice by the Hon. Thomas 
Ewing, of Ohio, of an article which appeared 
some time since in a New York paper, purporting 
tube a "Scrap of History," respecting the rela- 
tions which existed between my lather, the late 
Hon. Henry Clay, and President Taylor. 1 hud 
previously seen i lie New York paper, and was 
struck by the injustice done to Geii. Taylor, and 
especially to the motives of my father, in the 
article referred to, but supposed that the recent 
history of public men and events was too fresh in 
the minds of men to lender any notice ol it 06- 
cts.ary. 

' Very shortly after the inauguration of Gen. 
Taylor, in 1649. he tendered to me the mMon 
to Portugal, which 1 accepted. Whether the 
appointment was u.ade at the request of my lather, 
and on his recommendation alone, as slated by 
Mr. Ewiug, or jot, I cannot say of my own 
knowledge, although I always understood and 
supposed that the tender of the appointment 
was voluntary on the part of Gen. Taylor. I 
knew, however, that it was intended us a BO Di- 
pt i meat to my father, I beingan unknown, obscure 
person. How the duties of the position were dis- 
charged, the records of the Stale Department, 
and President Fillmore's message of ltotl, will 
show. 

•'My nephew, Henry Clay, jr., the son of my 
deceased brother, Col. Clay, accompanied me to 
Europe in 1S49, and after his return, upon the ap 
plication of hia grandfather he was, with outdithcul- 
ty, appointed a cadet to West Point — :ior was it at 
allextraoid.uaryth.il he should h ive been. Presi- 
dents usually Obserring the rule to give to the sons 
of ollicers fallen in the service of the country the 
ten appointments at West Pointat their disposal. 

"The relations between Gen. Taylor and Mr. 
Clay were not influenced ill any way by either 
the appointment ot the son as Charge to Portage), 
O' of the grandson as a cadet at West Post, or by \ 
anything connected with or growing out ol either 
apj ointment." 

Mr. Clay then proceeds to give tin- true rtason, 
and publishes two letters from Gen Taylor to his 
father. In the first, dated "Headquarters, Army 
ot Occupation, C imp near Monterey, Nov. 4th, i 
1847;" is the following extract, alluding to a re- 
ply which he had given to some gentleman who 
had approached him on the subject of becoming 
a candidate for the Presidency: 

"/ stated to him specifically that I was ready 
to stand aside if you or any other Whig were the 
choice of the party, and that I sincerely hoped , 
Mitch might he their decision. 

"The importance of harmony and pood feeling 1 
among the opponents ot the present dytmsty, is 
by no one appreciated more considerately than , 
my self, and whatever may be the decision of the 
party, 1 shall he studiously guarded in this par- 
ticular, mid strive to band my best endeavors to 

I he preservation of unity." 

I. will he area that in this General Taylor was ; 
reluctant to allow his name to be u-ed, and dwelt { 
upon his desire to promote the harmony of the ! 
party. 

From die second letter, dated "Baton Rouge, 
April 30th, 1840," we quote the follow! lg, pie 
mising, however, that in the preceding para 
graph. General Taylor stated that he bad, in a 
letter in reply to several gentlemen, that he pre 
firred that Mr. Clay, Mr. Crittenden or Judge 
M'I.ean should be the com, nee: 

"After writing said letter, I received the pro- 
ceedings of the people called together in primary 
assemblies in several ot the Slates, nominating 
me as a candidate for the Presidency at the next j 
election, and in several instances stating that it^ 
w as understood that, in the event of any distin- 
guished Whig being brought out a«a candidate, I 
would at once withdraw my name; but urging me I 
|mt to do SO, but to continue as n candidate un- 
der all circumstances, on the gron nds I had ta 
ken, which teas not to he the erclnsire candidate 
pf any party, etc.; and on reaching New Or- 
leans many friends raited on me to let it he pub- 
licly announced that my name, as a candidate 
for the office in question would not he withdrawn, 
let who would be in the field, which I consented 
to, and advised my friends in Washington of 
t:iy change in that respect, without delay." 

Mr. James IS. Clay then makes the following 
comment on these two extracts, and ihe proceed- 
ings of the Convention that nominated Mr.

Rutherford, R. M.Conner, John Ficklin, James 
Cise, Cap*. J unes Bwing , and John D. Young, 
who, after a brief absence, reported the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That we adopt the principles enun- 
ciated in the Cincinnati platl'mm of ICoG. 

Rrsolvrd, That we heartily indorse the admin 
titration "I J ones Buchanan; tli.it our confidence 
in his patriotism, wisdom, and statesmanship is un- 
abated. 

Resolved, That the Territories of the United 
S'ates arc the el m n in property of all, purchased 
1>V the common blood and treasure of the people 
of the whole nation, and arc held in trust by the 
General Government for the benefit ot the States. 
That the Constitution was made and adopted by 
a majority of States recognising slavery as a bo- 
na fide specie) of propertv, and it recognizes 
property in slaves and places them on the same 
footing with other property; and at one of the 
great purpose! of government is the protection 
of the owner in tins ri^ht of propel ty, it is Un- 
constitutional and imperative duty of Congress 
to pass all needful measures for the protection "f 
tint property, whenever the Territorial authori- 
ties shall fail or refute to grant them sufficient 
protection. 

Resolved, Tint the Territorial Legislature ha« 
no power over the institution of blaveiy, other 
than to protect it. 

Resolved, That ns Congress has bv the Federal 
Constitution no power to* carry into or take out 
of our Territories the institution of slavery, we 
are opposed to any and all compromises on that 

subject. 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the decis- 
io i ol the Supreme Court in the Di ed Scott case, 
and regard it as a true exposition of the Consti- 
tution upon the subjects which it embraces. 

Resolved, That the acts of Congress adjudica- 
ted by the Supreme Court of the United States 
are the supreme law of the land, and implicit 
obedience to' them as such ought to be enforced. 

Resolved, That this section of the State has 
never been obtrusive on the party for offices in 
its gift, but we now present the name of Hon 
John. C. Mason — a statesman equal in all re- 
spects to the beet in the State — able, faithful, 
tried and true, for the office of United Stales 
Senator, and we earnestly hope and eagerly in- 
sist that the Democracy of the Legislature of 
Kentucky may grant us this honor to which we 
feel justly entitled. That we instruct our Repre- 
sentative add Senator to vote for him, and to use 
all honorable means to secure his election.

Resolved, That we, as Kentuckians, clearly

or Territories, and any attempt by the Legislature 
of a Territory to impair or in any way detract 
from the interest of the slaveholder by unfriend- 
ly legislation, is a violation of that sacred in- 
strument, and ought not to be tolerated. 

Resolved, That in view ol the present existing 
good oxcltementat Harper's Ferry (Virginia, many 
and peaceab e citizens, who are owners of slave 
propert v, w ill become so exasperated as to believe 
that there is nothing worth relying on in the North; 



we would dierclore suggest that the South, before 
they come to any such conclusion, reflect mature- 
ly on the subject. 

Rrsolvrd, That we believe there are yet sound, 
national, and conservative men in the North wdio 
respect the rights and interests of the South. 

Resolved, That we will heartily iiidorse and 
support the nominees of the Chailcaloii conven- 
tion, and w ill do all in our power to elect them. 

The following resolution w as offered by Charles 
II. Kavnnaugh, F.sq.: 

Resolved, That John C. Breckinridge is the 
choice of Anderson county lor the next Presi- 
dent. 

On motion r.f James S. Littlepage, 
Resolved, That every Democrat in Anderson 
county be appointed a delegate to the Frank- 
fort Convention, and they are requested to 
atti nd.

UEATH OF O. G. POINDEXTER. 

The sad duty devolves upon us of announcing 
the death of nut associate and friend, G. G. Poin- 
dexter He was killed yesterday morning bv 
Allen A. Hall, the editor of the Daily News. 

Mr. Poindexter was a native of Virginia, and 
of a family, both on his father's and mother's 
side, (his mother was a Gilmer), eminent for 
patriotism, t ilcnt and courage. He was born on 
the 30th November, lt<29. He graduated at 
Dar mouth Cullege, in New Hampshire, and at 



t ie Law School of the Cumberland University, 
at Lebanon In lt*5(i he was the Detnocroie 
e'ector for the Eighth district of tfd State. T ie 
late lion. A. V. Brown, who knew him well, and 
appreciated his many manly virtues, appointed 
him Chief Clerk of the Department over w hich 
he [resided iu 1850. This ollice he held only about 
one year, and resigned it, on the solicitations of 
the publishers of this paper, to become <ne of 
its editors and proprietors. The engagements of 
his associates have been such, during mist of the 
time of Mr. Potndexter's connection with the 
paper, rs to throw most of the editorial labor on 
liini We may safely sav that no man in this 
country ever earned, in the same time, a more 
enviable reputation in this capacity than 
that which has been achieved by our deeply la- 
mented colleague As a map, he was nearly as 
faultless as humanity can become, for the manly 
courage, which, careful of the rights of others, is 
yet fearless in the defense of the character of its 
possessor, will, by no true m 'li, be imputed ns a 
fault. Courteous in all his intercourse with 
others, lie exacted the same courtesy to himself. 

We are in no frame of mind to write more at 
this moment. We incorporate here the action of 
the House of Representatives on learning the 
news of the sad event.

It is proba 
ble that he has been detained by some of the 
guards. 

HaSPICr'a Ferrv, Nov. 18 — The messenger 
sent to Chsrlestown was detained outside of this 
tow n over two hours and a half before the guard 
would permit bis departure, and he was also de- 
tained until 4 o'clock on his return. 

A very large fire occurred during the night 
about four miles from Cliarlcstown, ami i he mili 
tary was ordered ou' expecting mi attack, but 
none was made. The particulars of the fire could 
not be ascertained by the messenger, but they 
will be ascertained on the arrival hereof the train 
from Winchester. 

Richmond, Nov. 18. — Six companies of mili- 
tary arc under arms, ready to start to Charles- 
town at a moment'! warning. None left yet. 

Washington, Nov 18. — A company of 87 in- 
fantry and riflemen left Alexandria for Charles- 
town by an early train, via the Relay House. 

Capt. DuflV's company of CO men and 4 guns 
went bv special train on the Manapos road, via 
Stra-burg, from thence they are to march 18 
miles to Winchester. 

The excitement at Harper's Ferry last night 
was caused by the bunting of a wheat st ick about 
three miles from Cliarlcstown, and the military 
and whole populace were called to arms, and the 
wildest terror | revailedjamong the people, with 
the supposition ihat Col. Davis had some infor- 
mation of an approaching danger. The panic 
among the people extended to the Colonel, and 
a messenger was sent bv him to Harper's Ferry 
with a dispatch to the Governor calling for two 
companies of cavalry. This morning the fire 
was lound lo be the work of an unknown person, 
but no one could be found iu the country on whom 
suspicion could rest. 'Phe e are now a thousand 
men under arms, and no enemy to be found to ei - 
C3 inter. 

The troops from Alexandria arrived from 
Cliarlcstown this afternoon, and morn, by way of 
Winchester, are expected to-morrow morning. 

The Baltimore &. Ohio railroad company have 
sent Col. Schutt with an I i ined posse to Harper's 
Ferry to gu ird the bridge and property of the 
company at that point. 

There is much dissatisfaction, both here and 
at Cliarlestowu, at the precipitate action of Co 1 . 
Davis is sending the dispatches for troops, in- 
stead of first sending out a posse to inquire into 
the cause of the fire. The people think that they 
have been made to appear in a ridiculous light 
before the country.

Richmond, Va., Nov. 1!), 7j» o'clock P. M. 
The petition of John Brown for a writ of err r 
to the judgment rendered by the Client Court ef 
JefferSOD county was presented to the Supreme 
Court of A ppeals yesterdav. The court to-day 
refused to award a writ of error, being of the 
opinion that the judgment of the Circuit Court is 
plainly right. 'Phe execution will, therefore, take 
place as appointed, on the 2d of IVcember. 
Judges Allan, Daniel, Mat-Care, Lee and Robert- 
son on the bench. 

Richmond, Va., Nov. 19, 11 o'clock P. M. 
The fir-t regiment of volunteers, four hundred 
strong, left at 9 o'clock this evening for Charles 
town. Gov. Wise is with them Orders have 
been sent to Washington for ammunition , 

Gov. Wise's dispatches from Col. Davis state 
that a b »dy of armed men are approach Ing from 
the direction of Wheeling. 

Ciuri-estown, Va., Nov. 19. — All now quiet 
in this town, but the military forces are augment- 
ing; the barns, stock yaids and implements, 
ntnounting to several thousand dollars in value, 
belonging to Messrs. John Burns, George II. 
Tate and Mr. Shirley, all of whom were jurors 
in the recent trials, have beet burned. 

Hon. Alexander Hunter professes to be con- 
vinced that an attempt will be made to rescue the 
prisoners, and a letter from Urbane, Ohio, ad- 
dressed to Brown, written in cipher, which has 
been deciphered, and tells him to keep in good 
spirits, that his friends arc mustering, and will 
drop along one at a lime. 

Col. Davis telegraphed to-day for five hundred 
additional men. 

Noarout, Vs., Nov. 19. — Eight companies of 
Federal troops were ordered from Old Point to 
Brownsville armory, under Col. Brown . Richmond 
troops leave for Cliarlcstown in the morning, in 
consequence of dispatches from Col. Davis to 
Gov. Wise. Great excitement prevailed at Alex- 
andria in consequence of dispatches from Davis 
to Wise. 

Baltimore, Nov. 19. — Rumors are in circula- 
tion that a body of armed men are crossing or 
have crossed the river from Ohio at or near 
Wheeling. 

Wukelino, Va., Nov. 19. — No armed men 
have crossed the river here, nor are there any ru- 
mors of their crossing near this place.

The following are some particulars of the fire 
I yesterday at the Palace of the Luxembourg: 

The lire was first discovered by the sentinels 
stationed near the garden, who saw smoke and 
fl lines bursting out from tliecu|Ola which sur- 
mounts the hall. The alarm was at once given, 
and budifl of fhen c.i and detachments from the 
different barracks were speedily on the spot, and 
chains of men for handing water having been or- 
ganized, nine engines were set to work. Marshal 
Randon, Minister of War, Marshal Magna*, 
Generals Suunuiin and Devltlier*,' M . Trophm*,, 
President ol" the Senate, M. de Royer, Vice- 
President, the Prefect of Police, and M. Bale- 
string, Chief of the Municipal Pbhce, arrived 
soon after the first alarm, and assisted in direct- 
ing the operations. It appeals that the fire first 
broke out under the roof over the hall, and rapid- 
ly extended to the wood-work which supported 
the cupola. The palace, which is built on the 
model ol the Pitti Palace at Florence, originally 
consisted of two main buildings, with wings; but 
alter 1890, ill order to increase the dimensions of 
the Chamber ol Peers, a new building was added 
on the garden side. It is in the cenler one thai 
the fire took place. To feed the engines, the 
only Supply of water was, nt first, that of the 
basin in front of the Palace, in the garden, and 
it was soon exhausted, tint a number of water- 
carriers were collected, and they brought a Con- 
siderable quantity. After the fire had continued 
for .some time, pieces of burning wood began to 
fall on the Hoor of the Senate, through the open- 
ing by which the chandelier was suspended, and 
these set fire to the w ood w ork below. 

At about four o'clock, the architect of the 
palace announced that the cupola w ould soon fall 
in, and an engine which had been carried itp to 
a projecting part of building, in order to- play 
more effectually on the fire, was withdraw!'. 
'Phis had been scarcely done, when pans of the 
dome began to fall, and iu a short time (he whole 
of the ceiling was borne down into the sa la 
below. The large luster, which is of immense 
weight, fell with a tremendous crash, and broke 
through the flooring of the hall to the ground 
floor. Two firemen and two other men be-5ongi g 
to the palace, who were employed there, were 
buried beneath the ruins. They were soon after- 
ward got out, but were seriously injured. The en- 
tire hall is a mass of ruins, the desks and seats 
being either broken to pieces or burnt to a cin- 
der. All the galleries of the museum, the Sulle 
du Trone, the archives, the historical apartments, 
and the library, containing upward of 1UO.000 
volumes, have escaped injury. 



Recovered. — Mr. Buchanan, of Crab Orchard, 
Ky., some weeks since hired a horse and biigsy, 
with a negro boy, to a man who said he wished 
to go to Irvine to buy Estill Springs. The next 
thing heard of the man he was in Tennessee, 
where he had disposed of the horse and buggy. 
Maj Berry, who has just returned from Barbour- 
ville. informs us that he saw Mr. Buchanan, who 
had followed the man to Mecklinburg, N. C , 
where he recovered his boy, the man having sohl 
him iu that county and left for parts unknown.

The Rei.ioiocs Press on Old Brown. — The N. 
Y. Observer, organ of the Did School Presbyte- 
rians, takes strong grounds against panh ning 
Old Brown. Assuming tfiat he was guilty of 
munh'r and insurrection , it argues ns follows: 

Punishment in the government of God and mnn 
does not spring from a spirit of revenge. It is 
the fruit of love. Love demands that one who 
ha* made war upon society shall die. Pb'ttan- 
tluopy, the love of man, the love of the hnman 
race, the love of the greatest number, reqnires 
that murderers be punished, as God, who is love, 
ordained. * * * And we tremble less in 
view of Brown's mad freik, then we do in tho 
face of the fact that there is abroad in the land a 
sentiment that would shield him and others from 
the just consequences of their crimes. When 
those miti embarked in this war upon the State; 
when they prepared guns for the white men and a 
thousand spears for the blacks, to be used in bar- 
barons slaughter; when they imbrued their hands 
in blood by taking the first victim (an honest col- 
ored man who made no resistance, but was only 
seeking to escape from their hands) and murder- 
ing him in cold blood; when they refused to lay 
down their arms after being overpowered, and 
continued their murderous work, they threw nwny 
all claim to compassion nnd nut lliemsel ves on the 
hazard of the revolution they had begun. If 
others can find any cause for pardoning such crime 
we cannot.
